1 5. (currently amended) Tho topoh e et of claim 13 A vacuum fo rmed film toosheet 
for an absorbent article, the topsheet comprising: an upper, body facing* surface and an 
o pposite low er surface: apertures defining lands on the upper surface and tips on the 
lower surface, the apertures exten ding frnm l ands on the upper surface to the tip s on the 
lower surface: the lands comprising stroking direction lands aligned substantially with a 
poking direction and transverse lands aliened substantially transverse to a stroking 
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direction, the stroking direction lands being raised relative to the transverse direction land 
by a distance greater than about 15 urn and less than about 145 urn to create a silky tactile 
impression 

wherein the stroking direction lands have a microtexture to increase the silky tactile 
impression, wherein the microtexture is a plurality of microridees having a center to 
center spacing of about 50 urn to about 150 um and a height of about 5 urn to about 75 
urn and havin g a length and width, and the length is greater than the width.
